London, June 2(1. — (3 a. m.)— The Brit- 
ish cruiser Terrible bus. arrived at Ohee 
Foo from Tnku with the latest news, 
which is as follows: 

" Eight hundred Sikhs and 1200 Welsh 
Fusiliers have effected n junction with 
the American; German and Russian 
forces which had been cut off by the 
Chinese about nine miles from Tien 
Tsin. It was proposed to deliver an 
assault upon the Chinese forces at Tien 
Tsin last night (Sunday)." 

It is not clear whut forces are united. 
It. would seem that one relieving force 
cut off had been relieved by another. 
At any rate, it is apparently certain that 
the allies arrived in sullicieut force at 
Tien Tsin Sunday to at- tick the besieg- 
ing Chinese. 

" Foreign office opinions here," says a 
despatch from Shanghai to the Daily 
Express, "incline to the belief that the 
worst has happened to the legations at 
Pekin, and Admiral Seymour us well. 
Even if the legations were safe on June 
10, there is no guarantee that they are 
now safe. The situation in fact grows 
more and more gloomy. The entire ab- 
sence of reliable news from the capital 
seems to justify the worst construction 
which can be put upon it." 

Bad news comes from Nankin, where 
the unrest is said to be growing hourly. 

Viceroy Liu Kin has telegraphed the 
British authorities that he has ordered

The Free Staters then at- 
tacked the camp where were :j0 Can- 
adians and two compunies of Shropshires, 
though without effect, as the men were 
well entrenched.

Their supply 
of ammunition is practically inexhaust- 
ible. It has been mainly supplied by a 
German firm at Carlowitz. Fully three- 
fourths of the Chinese forces are badly 
drilled, wholly undisciplined and quite 
unfamiliar with modern weapons. 

Another Shanghai despatch says: " Li 
Ping Hong, former governor of Shan 
Tung, who is intensely anti-foreign, has 
gone to the Kiang Yin forts, on the 
Yang Tsu. He has declared his inten- 
tion of resisting the landing of British 
forces in that region." 

According to a Hongkong despatch, 
; dated yesterday, strong reinforcements 
lot' Indian police, with three Maxims, 
have been sent to Low Loon, on the 
mainland.

Lillooet, June 25— There is little or no 
change iu the river since morning. The 
weather is slightly cooler. 

Soda Creek, June 25.— The highest 
water of the season was yesterday. The 
water has dropped about a foot to-day. 
The weather is warm and showery. 

Vancouver, June 25.— Word has been 
received in Vancouver that the Squamieh 
Valley is flooded, the hot weather bring- 
ing down the snow from the mountains 
and causing the river to overflow the 
dykes. It is reported that there are five 
or six feet of water over the valley and 
several small buildings have been swept 
away. Some settlers are obliged to live 
almost entirely in the tipper part of their 
houses. The damage is said to be about 
^10,000 or $50,000.

guard the legations. A force of 100 
Americans, united with a force of 2,500 
men of all nationalities represented here, 
went on June 10 to open the road and to 
relieve Pekin. This movement was by 
permission of the Chinese government. 

"The last news from the expedition 
was dated June 12, when the expedition 
was at Lang Fang. The railroad has 
been destroyed behind it since." 

London, June 25. — The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Daily Express says: 
" Kour Russian ambassadors are here, 
by accident or design. Count Cassiui, 
ambassador to the United Stales; Count 
do Nelidoff, ambassador to Italy; Count 
Cupnist, ambassador t o Austria-Hun- 
gary, and Prince Ourousoff, ambassador 
to France. It is said that Count Mura- 
viefFs successor at the Russian foreign 
office will be one of these. I am in- 
formed that Count Cassiui stands the 
best chance." 

Tsing, Tau, June 24. — (S p. m.) — Eight 
thousand allied troops have landed at 
Taku, including 1,200 Germans. A 
French olllcer who has succeeded ia get- 
ting through from Tien Tsin to Taku 
says that the Russians alone have lost 
150 killed and LI0O wounded. 

The German gunboat litis, up the Pei 
Ho river, reports the masses of Chinese 
are Hearing Tong Ku, and that an imme- 
diate attack is expected. 

Washington, June 25,.— The Chinese 
minister has asked an armistice in the 
sending of American troops to China, 
based on the assurances of Chinese vice- 
roys that they can maintain order. Presi- 
dent MeEinley, while acknowledging his 
gratification at the assurances, has made 
known to the Chinese minister that the 
United States cannot relax its efforts to 
get troops to points where its officials are 
considered in danger. 

Washington, June 25.— The chief de- 
velopment in the Chinese situation to- 
day was the effort of the Chinese minis- 
ter, Wing Tu Fung, to secure an armis- 
tice in the operations of the American 
trooiw until Li Hung Chang could reach 
Pekin and bring about a cessation of the 
disorder. 

The proposition is rather a novel one, 
and is based upon the representations of 
the viceroys of the important provinces 
of the Yang Tse Kiang valley, that they 
can 'maintain order without the aid of 
foreign troops, and that the presence of 
the foreigners would act as an incentive 
to disorder. Minister Wu brought these 
representations to the attention of Sec- 
retary Hay, who consulted the President. 
The hitter's decision subsequently con- 
veyed to the minister was that while the 
assurances of the viceroys for continued 
quiet was fully appreciated, the United 
States could not bind itself not to send 
its troops where disorder actually existed 
and where the lives of its officials and 
citizens were endangered. Technically 
speaking, in the absence of n state of 
war, this was not a proposition of urmis 
tice. but high government officials said 
it amounted practically to an offer of an 
armistice and a refusal on the part of 
the United States to make the arrange- 
ments. 

Secretary Long said at 4 p.m.. when 
he left the navy department for the day, 
that nothing had come from Admiral 
Kempff on the casualties of the first en- 
gagement of the American marines with 
the Chinese, or on the outcome of the sec 
ond contingent, which was to have oc- 
curred yesterday or Saturday. The only 
despatch received by the secretary was 
a belated one from Admiral Kempff ask- 
ing for instructions as to whether he 
should co-operate with the other naval 
forces in taking the Taku forts. This 
must have been sent some days ago, as 
tbp Taku forts were taken the middle of 
last week. . Under the circumstances, 
there was no occasion for answering the 
admiral's request, as he already had been 
advised of the general purpose . of this 
government to act concurrently with the 
other powers in the protection of United 
States interests. 

The state department remained 
throughout the day without information 
from Minister Conger or any other 
source, the only despatch received was 
from Consul John Goodnow, at Shanghai, 
saying he had heard nothing from Pekin 
since the 14th instant. On the whole, 
the day was one of anxiety and the lack 
of definite information on the main 
points. 

New York, June 25. — (Special) — A de- 
spatch to the Journal from China says 
that Admiral Seymour's force has been 
wiped out. A courier brought the news 
to the coast. 

London, June 25.— The admiralty has 
received the following despatch from 
Rear-Admiral Bruce, dated Taku, via 
Chee Foo, June 2-1. 

"The total force which left Tien Tsin 
with the commander-in-chief for Pekin 
about 2,000, composed of detach- 
ments from the allied ships. No action 
could possibly be taken to relieve the 
commander-in-chief, because it was only 
known that he was cut off by Tien Tsin 
being invested. 

"Tien. Tsin has been fighting for its- 
life ever since. 

"It was on the receipt of information 
that the Chinese army had ordered 
trains for attacking Tien Tsin and that 
they »f r o ravaging, Ton Ku and rein- 
forcing. ; Taku, as well as mining the 
mouth of the Pei Ho-, that it was 
promptly determined to seize Taku. 
Since then every effort has been made 
to relieve Tien Tsin. 

"I have commandeered a small coast- 
ing steamer for taking troops and the 
sick and wounded across the liny to Wei 
Hai Wei, where I intend making a tem- 
porary base hospital and asylum for re- 
fugees." 

New York, Juno 25.— The Chinese 
bombardment of Tien Tsin set fire to the 
mission buildings first, says the Chee 
Foo correspondent of the Journal and 
Advertiser. 

It spread to the native city and de- 
stroyed everything. The attacking force, 
well supplied with modern artillery, has 
been pressing the small allied force very 
hard. Already the. dead number 100. 
Relief is being ,fBilftdfflfiSJ6i "TA^u-; but 
the column , ; \yjy„-.hay^^fo -'fight, •i.ttsA.wiiy 
through the big Chinese nrmy. 

The British storeship Humber arrived 
at Chee Foo, bringing 30 refugees from 
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Ton Shan, including Messrs. Kinder and 
Parson and Mrs. Parson. 

PeUTuL Hp, the- gfietU, ^toring place 
of NortheriiyChiuaSwhere COO prominent 
foreigners had theii summer homes, has 
been abandoned.

decided not to join the rebels, and 'issued 
a proclamation decreeing that all Euro- 
peans and Americans should be protect- 
ed. 

Admiral Kempff held a conference on 
Sunday at the American consulate .with 
Consul Fowler and the captains of the 
Nashvilie and the Yorktowu. Tho local 
governor of Chee Foo was present and 
promised .these should be no ,*n)rising 
here against the foreigners, aiidl. gave 
other assurances which seemed x affi right 
on the -surface. ■ /. 

The Taotai expressed confidence -in 
the goodwill of the American government 
toward China, and said the feeling was 
reciprocated. 

Captain Edward Bayley, of the British 
armored cruiser at Taku, signalled the 
American captains yesterday; "Thank 
God the Russians were here, otherwise 
we would all have been murdered." 

Sau Francisco, June 25.— An order 
from Adjutant-General Corbin has been 
received at the Presidio directing that 
the troops of the sixth cavalry -shall be 
recruited to their full war strength, 
presumably to be sent to China. 

Berlin, June 25.— An unfavorable im- 
pression is caused here by the attempts 
of the Russian press to creat 'distrust 
of Germany in connection with the 
Chinese question. The inspired German 
organs insist that Berlin does not op- 
pose the plans ot St. Petersburg in the 
Chinese empire, and that the future 
will clearly demonstrate Germany's per- 
fect accord with Russia in Asia. 

London, June 25. — A St. Petersburg 
despatch says that the new Russian 
cruiser Variag will go direct from Phila- 
delphia to Port Arthur. 

Paris, June 25. — An official despatch 
received here from Saigon, the capita] of 
French Cochin China, says the French 
armored cruiser Vauban and tin! trans- 
port Cauaveue have gone north with 
5<K) marines and a battery of artillery. 



QUARANTINE. 

C61. Prior Speaks of the Great Import- 
ance of Protecting British Colum- 
bia From the Plague. 

An important question — that of the 
quarantining of Chinese and Japanese 
coining into British Columbia, was dis- 
cussed in the Commons on June 11, and 
has already been' briefly referred to it 
despatches from Ottawa. The following 
is from Hansard: 

Mr. Prior I would like to ask the hoa. 
minister if he is quarantining all Chin 
ese and Japanese that come to British 
Columbia? I see by the papers that six 
Chinamen have died in San Francisco, 
from what the press says is bubonic 
plague, and that Chinatown in San Fran- 
cisco is strictly quarantined. There are 
vessels running all the time from San 
Francisco to Victoria and Vancouver, 
and they must pass tin; William Head 
station. Are all Chinese and .Tapani 
coming from San Francisco, Honolulu, 
China and Japan, quarantined for four- 
teen days? 

The Minister of Agriculture — No, they 
are all fumigated, disinfected, bathed, 
and examined. Vessels coming from 
such a distance as Oriental ports, Dr. 
Montizambert does not consider it neces 
say to detain, if no disease is found on 
them. So far no vessel has arrived with 
any disease upon it. 

Mr. Prior — Does not the lion, minister 
think that it would be a safe thing to 
quarantine all Japanese and Chinese com- 
ing from San Francisco? 

The Minister of Agriculture— I discuss- 
ed that question with Dr. Montizambert 
who, having received a report of the pre- 
cautions wnich are being taken at San 
Francisco, where Chinatown hns been 
quarantined, thought these precautions 
were sufficient not to require that we 
should detain these people. 

Mr. Prior— I cannot help thinking that 
it would bo a safe precaution to make 
them go into quarantine for a fortnight, 
because we do not want to bring that 
plague among our people if we can help 
it. They thought they would keep it out 
of San Francisco, tout it hns got in there, 
and there hns been a fresh outbreak iu 
Honolulu. Iu Vancouver and Victoria, 
there is quite a number of Chinese resi- 
dents, and there may be danger of bring- 
ing it into Canada. 

The Minister of Agriculture— I will dis- 
cuss it further with Dr. Montizambert. 
We are desirous of taking every precau- 
tion. 

Mr. Sproule — I Understand the lion min- 
ister to say that these physicians were 
appointed to prevent the importation of 
smallpox on board the trains. Is there a 
physician at every point where a train 
comes from the United Spates? 

The Minister of Agriculture — Not ab- 
solutely, I think. In Ontario they have 
been appointed at different ports, so ns to 
intercept people coming from Michigan. 
I do not think there has been any per- 
son appointed at Windsor. I am speak- 
ing from memory, ns I cannot state post 
tively. 

Mr. Sproule — What is to prevent small- 
pox from being imported every day, un- 
less there is some arrangement made at 
the different points where the railways 
cross. Niagara Falls, Windsor and the 
Tunnel. We might as well appoint none, 
as appoint a few, and allow intercourse 
to continue at places where railways 
cross tho frontier. 

Mr. Prior— Has the minister seen the 
report of Dr. Pagan, secretary of the 
provincial board of health in British Co- 
lumbia. It is well worth reading. He 
gives a very good account of the bubonic 
plague. T have shown it to a good many 
mei'i -..i men anil Ihey say it is a splendid 
report. It would be well if the Minister 
of Agriculture were to ask the province 
of British Columbia to sond him a few 
hundred copies for distribution. 



THOMPSON SHOE FAILURE. 

President and Edgar Savage Arrested on 
Charge of Conspiracy. 

Montreal, June 25.— As a result of the 
disastrous failure of the Thompson Shoe 
Co., Edwin J. Thompson, president, nnd 
Edgar Savage, vice president, have been 
arrested on a charge of conspiring rto de- 
fraud creditors. The Information, ohjwhlch 
the warrant was Issued was given Bjg Alex- 
ander Desmartonu, who was .-appointed 
liquidator by Justice Mnthleu of the Su- 
perior Court on June 2.1. Thompson nnd 
Savage appeared before Judge Lafontalne 
this morning, and pleaded not guilty, nnd 
the case was set for hearing on Wednes- 
day.

A CHINESE MURDER. 

Crowd Appeased by Scrambled Dollars 
While Liu Is Killed. 

Vancouver, .Time 25— (Special)— The 
steamship Tartar, which arrived from 
the Orient on Sunday, brings the follow- 
ing mail advice: 

Liu Tsin Shun, tho Empress Dow- 
ager's secret emissary to Japan, was 
shot in the abdomen ns he stepped ashore 
at Canton. At the instant the shot was 
fired, the friends of the assassin threw 
Mexican dollars among the crowd of 300 
present. There was a scramble for the 
money, and the assassin and his friends 
escaped. Liu died of his wounds, for 
which the people of Canton were thank- 
ful, for he was universally hated us tho 
man who fraudulently manipulated the 
Canton lottery and cheated thousands of 
poor people out of their money. Liu 
was formerly a ..favorite of Id Hung 
Chang and was in his train of retainers. 
Knowing he was hated, he had 20 Chi- 
nese soldiers accompany him wherever 
Iu- wont, who cleared the crowd away 
from his sedan chair with the butts of 
their weapons. Ten attempts were made 
on his life by those who were cheated by 
him in the government lottery schemes. 

THIRTY-FIVE KILLED. 

Frightful Railway Accident in Georgia 
Due to 'a Washout. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 25.— A passenger train 
on the Macon branch of the Southern rail- 
way, ran Into a washout one and a half 
miles north of McDonough, Ga., lust night, 
and was completely wrecked. The wreck 
caught lire anil the entire train, with the 
exception of the sleepers, was destroyed 
Every person on the train, excepting the 
occupants ot the Pullman, perished. Not 
a member of the train crew escaped. Thirty 
live people In all were killed. Tremendous 
rains for the past two weeks were the 
cause of the washout. A cloudburst broke 
over that section of the country about 
o'clock last night, and presumably shortly 
after dark washed out a section of the 
track nearly 100 feet In length. Into this 
the swiftly moving train plunged. The 
train, consisting of a baggage car, a second- 
class coach, a first-class coach anil Pull- 
man sleeper, was knocked Into kindling 
wood by the fall. The wreck caught lire 
immediately after tho fall, and all the 
coaches were burned, except the Pullman

Glacier Hay, through which the steamer 
was able to steam last season, is now 
closed' by Boating bergs. Glacier Bay, 
has been totally blocked by the broken 
glacier. "When still thirty miles away 
the passengers saw, instead of the cele- 
brated glacier, a sea o* jagged peaks, 
ranging from 10 to 50 feet in height. It 
is thought that the destruction of the 
glacier was caused by the earthquakes of 
last October. 

From Killisnoo news was brought by 
the Cottage City that the canneries were 
busily preparing for the fishing season, 
and "at Sitka, the old Alaskan capital, 
eternal silence reigned. Nothing had 
been heard from the westward, nonc_ of 
the steamers having returned. At Ket- 
chikan several new quartz strikes were 
reported, but particulars were not 
learned. • Nothing could be learned at 
Wrangel of the missing Tacoman. Dr. 
Hickman, who was lost while hunting on 
Dahl Island. The party which went to 
search for him returned without having 
found any traces.

influence legislation in this inattor, for 
it is quite evident that the Japanese, gov- 
ernment does not regard the emigration 
of its subjects to America as at all de- | 
eirable. Under the regulations adopted 
in that country only ten persons may ] 
emigrate from any prefecture during a 
month with the object of coming to Amer- j 
ica. Surely a government which thus en- 
deavors to put up the bars at home -would ' 
not take umbrage at any barriers erected 
abroad. Sir Wilfrid does not seem to . 
appreciate the case, and wo can oiUy hope 
that the commission to be appointed to 
investigate the whole subject will bo able 
to gather sufficient data to enablo him 
and his colleagues to see that there is 
not the ieast necessity for dealing with 
it in a gingerly way, but that any well- 
cousiderod measure, which does not af- 
fect the national amour propre of the 
Japanese nation, will not be objected to 
by that government.

WAR. 

The entire absence of news from South 
Africa must not be taken to mean that 
nothing i« transpiring there, but only 
that there is nothing at present to be ro- 
ported. Tho war is not over, although 
the end cannot be far off. Until Steyn's 
command is broken up and so defeated 
as to render it impossible for hint to 
rally it again, the Orange River Colony 
will not be quieted. Steyn must be some- 
what concerned about the future. He 
cannot hope to vanquish the forco sur- 
rounding him, although he may, perhaps, 
be able to break through the cordon. If 
he is captured he must expect to be 
treated with some rigor, for ho is need- 
lessly prolonging the struggle. Wo do 
not see how his men can resist much 
longer. Their ammunition is said 
to be nearly exhausted and they 
have no facilities for getting 
a now supply. It will not be long 
before the Transvaalers will liud them- 
selves in the same box. The best Euro- 
pean opinion seems to be that the threat- 
ened guerilla war will not be of long 
duration. 

The news from China is very serious. 
The Colonist hail a special despatch last 
evening, announcing that Admiral Sey- 
mour's force had been' wiped out. Roar- 
Admiral Bruce reports that Seymour had 
2,000 men with him. If this is true, the 
■Oriental question will take on a new 
.aspect,' for no one anticipated such op- 
position as this will imply. There is un- 
happily no doubt that Tien Tsiu is very 
hard pressed, and that considerable loss 
of life has already occurred ambng Euro- 
peans. Tien Tsin is a city with an es- 
timated population of 050,000. It is a 
treaty port, and lionce has many Euro- 
pean residents. It is situated on the 
Pei Ho river and is a railway terminus, 
and also the terminus of the Imperial 
Canal. The country between Pekin and 
Tieu Tsin is densely populated. Tho dis- 
tance between the two cities is 00 miles, 
mid Tien Tsin is 30 miles from the Taku 
forts, which are on the coast, at tho 
mouth of the Pei Ho. The Pei Ho is 
formed by the junction of tho Ta-se-ho, 
or Great West, river and the Yungliang 
Ho. The two rivers unite about six 
miles above Tien Tsin, and Pekiu is 
situated near .the latter. The Yungliang- 
Ho is the larger of the two, and it flows 
through a liat cultivated country dense- 
ly populated. 



JAPANESE IMMIGRATION. 

The debate in tbs House of Commons 
at Ottawa on the Chinese Poll Tax Bill 
shows the absolute futility of any legis- 
lation being attempted in this province 
to exclude Japanese immigrants or to in- 
terfere with their status after they have 
reached our shores. The question is one 
of Imperial policy and must be settled 
after due consideration by both tho Im- 
perial and Japanese governments. This 
is the reason given by Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier Cor not bringing down something re- 
sembling the Natal Act, and every one in 
this province will ibe ready to give due 
weight to it. Nevertheless, we think 
some explanation is called for as to why 
what Mr. Joseph Chamberlain intimated 
a year ago would be quite acceptable in 
London has suddenly become unaccept- 
able. It will be remembered that tho 
Colonial Secretary, in his correspondence 
corccrning the anti-Japanese legislation 
passed by this province, very broadly in- 
timated that a law similar to the Natal 
Act would meet with the approval of Her 
Majesty's government. If this was the 
case in 1880, why is it not the case in 
1900? Sir Wilfrid Laurier's attention 
ought to have been drawn to this, and 
be should have been called upon for an 
explanation. It is true that the Oriental 
situation is more acute now than it was 
twelve months ago, but the same reasons 
existed then as now for the maintenance 
of friendly relations with Japan. 

We do not think that the Dominion 
government hits done anything like its 
full duty in the premises. The bugbear 
of Japanese unfriendliness ought not to

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BRITISH OU ENGLISH. 

The Loudon Times prints a letter from 
Rev. David Macrae, of Glasgow, to the 
Poet Laureate, and the bitter's reply. 
1 he subject of the correspondence is tho 
employment by the ,ioet of the words 
"England and English " where "Britain 
and British " would be more accurate. 
Mr, Macrae mentions that three years 
ago n national memorial was presented 
to the Queen, signed by Scottish mem- 
bers of parliament, Lords Provost, Pro- 
vests and over 100,000 Scottish people, 
remonstrating against " this abuse of 
the national names, even by ministers of 
the crown, and in some treaties with 
foreign powers." Mr. Austin answered 
at considerable length, setting forth the 
difficulties of always employing tho 
larger term, and he claims that the use 
of the word " Britain " might sometimes 
be misunderstood. He points out that 
the noun England and the adjective 
English have been used as the generic 
term for the Empire, without giving 
offence, by many writers, and ho specifies 
Tennyson's well-known lino, live times 
repeated in his poem, " The Defence 
of Lucknow " : 

" And ever upon the topmost roof tin 
Banner of England flew." 

There is another instance which is 
even more noteworthy. Not many people 
nowadays quote Eliza Cook's well- 
known ballad. "The Englishman," but 
then' was a lime when it was very much 
in vogue. One of the stanzas is as fol- 
lows: 

The Briton may traverse the Polo or the 
Zone, 

And boldly claim as his right; 
For ho calls such a vast, domain his own 

That the sun never sets on his might. 
Let the haughty stranger seek to know 

The place of his home or birth. 
And a Hush will mount to cheek and 
brow 

As he speaks of his native earth. 
" 'Tis a glorious charter, deny it who 
can, 

That is breathed in the words: ' I'm 
tin Englishman.' " 

Hero we have tho words Briton and 
Englishman used Interchangeably, ami 
the place of honor is given to " English- 
man." This did not offend the patriot- 
ism of loyal Scots a half century ago. 
If the new rule were to be insisted upon, 
we fear that much of our most heroic 
verse would have to be expurgated to 
such an extent that its very life would 
be destroyed. Take for example Tenny- 
son's " Hands All Round.'' Each 
stanza ends with tho line: 

"And the great name of England 
round and round. 

Tho poet when ho says " England " 
hero moans the whole Empire. Again, 
in the Epilogue to tho Idylls ho speaks of 

"Our ocean-empire wit'- her boundless 
homes 

For ever-broadening England." 

Then we find Campbell, in " Ye Marin- 
ers of England," using the tonus inter- 
changeably. Tlie poem begins with the 
line just quoted. The third stanza be- 
gins: 

" Britannia needs no bulwarks," 
And the next tells us that 
" Tho meteor flag of England shall yet 
terriQc burn." 

Take also the " Battle of Copenhagen," 
by the same author. In tho second 
stanza he sings: 

"All bright in April's sun 

Shone the day 
When a British (loot came down 
Through the islands of the crown, 
And by Copenhagen's town 

Took their stay." 

But this does not prevent him from tell- 
ing us a few stanzas further on: 

"Not such a mind possessed 

England's tar; 
'Twas the love of noble game 
Set his oaken heart on flame, 
Eor to him 'twas all tho same- 
Sport or war." 

And again he tells of the fearful sights 
that were witnessed 

"Ere the cross of England Hew 
O'er her prize." 

In the next stanza ho asks 

"Why bleeds old England's band?" 
And in the next he says 

"But. the Britoas sent to warn," 
and in tho next says that the warning 
given by these Britons was to the effect 
that there should bo peace, 

"If you yield your conquered fleet 
With the crews at England's feet." 

And towards the close, when he speaks 
of the men who died in tho fight, he 
apostrophizes them as 

" Brave hearts, to Britain's weal 
Once so true." 

If one wore to take the time to senreh, 
it would be possible to multiply those in- 
stances many times. They show that 
writers do not and never did feel them- 
selves compelled to use the term " Eng- 
lish " as applicable only to the territorial 
division of England, but as one of gen- 
oral application to tho Empire. In one 



of the finest passages of prose in the 
language, the writer, describing the 
charge of the Light Brigade, says: 
"Weep, Englaud, for thy chivalry, but 
remember that they were thy children, 
thine every man of them, that rode the 
glorious death-ride of Balaklavu," aud 
this is true although there were doubt- 
less Scotchmen, Welshmea and Irishmen 
in the Immortal Six Hundred. It is in- 
excusable that in public documents the 
name of England should be used wheu 
the United Kingdom is meant, but if a 
writer or speaker sometimes does so, be 
is surely excusable. Our Scottish friends 
are not given to objecting when the Brit- 
ish race ia called Anglo-Saxon, but there 
is mighty little either of Saxon or Anglo 
iu a Highlander. 

GOLD MINES. 

Writing .in the contemporary Review, 
Yves Guyot says: 

"Most French people imagine that gold 
is obtained in the same way that trutiles 
are— that you have simply to gather it, 
only it is a mineral, not a vegetable." 

He is referring to the prevailing idea 
among the French people that Great 
Britain is simply on a quest for gold iu 
prosecuting the war in South Africa. lie 
eites a correspondent, who defines the 
South African question as follows: 
"The Transvaal question is really very 
simple; the Boers have two hills of gold 
which the English want to take. The 
Boers will not give them up, and they 
are right." To show tho fallacy of the 
idea that a gold mine is simply a place 
where gold may be picked up, ho men- 
tions that in 1S9G out of 183 gold mines 
iu the Transvaal, only 70 had produced 
gold, and only 25 showed a profit, and 
that "in 181)8- a year of rapid advance, 
only -10 out of tlie 150 mines on the 
Rnud had paid dividends, and those 
reached an average of from 7 to 
8 per cent. He adds that in order 
to develop a deep-level mine it 
often necessary to sink some £500,000, 
and that " three-quarters of the com- 
panies only get half an ounce per ton of 
rock, and some only ti or 7 penny 
weights." 

Yory many people are misled by th( 
term "gold mine." What they have in 
mind is a pit somewhere out of which 
gold is gathered by the panful, with a 
minimum of labor. They do not think 
of vast plants for mining, handling, 
crushing or smelting ore. They do not 
think of a mine as something requiring 
the expenditure of a fortune upon it in 
the first place, before a single dollar is 
tuken out of it. The discoverer of a 
good lode of gold-bearing rock is helpless 
without capital to develop it. He could 
not hope to make a mine out of it by his 
own unaided labor iu nine hundred and 
ninety-nine cases out of a thousand, and 
the thousandth case would be- open to 
doubt. If there is an industry in the 
world in which the interests of the dis 
coverer, the laborer and the capitalist 
are identical it is gold mining. One of 
the questions that must be taken up in 
this province is the law relating to min- 
ing, with a view to amending it so as to 
render the development of mines more 
speedy than it is at present. There are 
altogether too many claims locked up in 
the hands of people who either cannot or 
will not do anything with them. The 
rights of prospectors must be carefully 
guarded, but the policy of monopoly in 
nil its varied phases must be put a stop 
to. And tho monopoly of capital is not 
the only brand of that objectionable 
article. There is a monopoly of the 
speculator in mining claims, which does 
harm both to the prospector and tho in 
vestor and the country at large.

ORIGIN OF DYSPEPSIA. 

First Publication to Tamper With Men's 
Digestion Appeared in Rome. 

To tho Romans belong the fir*t honor of 
having produced the first European cookery 
book, says Chambers Journal; and though 
the authorship | s uncertain, :t Is generally 
attributed to Oaellus Aplclus, who lived un- 
der Trajan (111 A.D.). Here are two re- 
cipes from (his ancient collection: "First, 
for ii sauce, to be eaten with boiled fowl, 
put the following Ingredients Into :i mortar: 
aniseed, dried mint, and Inzer root, cover 
them with vinegar, add dates, and pour In 
Ilquamen (a distilled liquor made from 
large fish which were salted anil allowed 
to turn putrid In the sun), oil, and a small 
quantity' of mustard seeds. Reduce all to 
a proper thickness with sweet wine, 
warmed, and then pour this same over your 
chicken, which should previously be boiled 
In aniseed water." The second recipe 
shows the same queer mixture of Ingredi- 
ents: — "Take a wheel-barrow of rose leaves 
and pound In a mortar, add to It the brains 
of two plfrs, n nil two thrushes boiled and 
mixed with the chopped up yolk of egg, oil, 
vinegar, pepper, and wine; Mix and poor 
these together, and stew them steadily and 
slowly til! the perfume Is developed." 

The Romans worn very fond of surprise 
dishes, such as pigs stuffed with live 
thrushes, and, to anticipate a little, this 
taste descended so near our own times as 
the reign of Charles II, as witness a recipe 
of that date for making two pies which 
were to bo served together— one containing 
live birds and the other containing live 
frogs. When the latter was opened "out 
skip the frogs, . which makes the ladles 
shriek and skip," while the birds, when re- 
leased, were to add to the general confus- 
ion by Hying at the candles and putting 
out the lights. A dish <>£ peacock was a 
favorite dish at Home, and was served at 
the beginning of the dinner. The bird, 
having first been done to death by stifling, 
was then skinned; the Inside was filled 
with the flesh of other birds, and the whole 
sewn together, and Anally sent Into the 
table affixed to n small branch as If alive.

After n con- 
siderable time was spent in getting rid of 
the carcass, I said: "For goodness sake, 
gentlemen, stir up that bilge water 
and let the smells have It out 
together, while we go ashore for 
a spell." " -No," said my com- 
panions, terror-stricken at the suggestion; 
"you do not know our bilge water when It 
gets Its buck up. It would stretch you If 
you were half way across Africa. This 
elephant Is mere lavender water to it." 
This was a more dreadful bilge water thin 
a hospital ship could have.

THE CANADIAN VOLUNTEERS. 

Captain Webster of the Milwaukee lias 
a High Opinion of Them. 

From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

Capt. Webster, of the big transport Mil- 
waukee, which left this port Tuesday, With 
a cargo of horses for South Africa, told ail 
Interesting story of the Canadian troops 
Which he curried some time ago from Hali- 
fax to the seat of war. "Considerable sur- 
prise has been expressed," said the Cap- 
tain, "that the Canadians suffered so little 
from the hot climate In South Africa. 
There were fewer cases of sickness and 
heat prostration among them than In any 
other command, but that was due undoubt- 
edly to the physical examination they wore 
obliged to pass before leaving. I have been 
in the service a good many yours, hut I 
never naw anything like It. Men were re- 
jected for defects that an ordinary recruit: 
lag officer would scarcely observel ,et 
alone question. At Halifax a magnificent 
athelcte came out to bid his brotor good-hy, 
and told mo between tears and curses, that 
he Had been turned down. I asked why, 
and he showed me a minute section broken 
off one of his teeth. That will give you an 
Idea of the severity of the examinations. 
The rank and file of the Canadians we car- 
ried wore men from the country— hunters, 
trappersj and experts of woodearft. -They 
were used to hard faro and exposure, nrtd 
to thorn the campaign wns a sort of picnic. 
One of Lord Roberts' officers told mo that 
they were the only men In the army who 
made no complaint nhout "bully" beef. 
They ate 'it with a relish, pronounced It a 
first-rate ration, and asked for more. Tho 
Canadians wero the marvel of the African 
corps. They shamed every otter branch of 
the service.

A WAR SERMON. 

Patriotic Discourse of the Pastor of the 
Metropolitan Methodist 
Church. 

Rev. Elliott S. Rowe, the new pastor 
of the Metropolitan Methodist church, 
preached a war sermon on Sunday. Ho 
took for his text, "All that a man hath 
will lie give for his life,' 1 and "Greater 
love hath no man than this, that a man 
will lay down his life for another." The 
lirst showed the first law of nature, the 
desire for the preservation of life evolved 
from the human love of life. The second 
demonstrated the .greater and highest 
type of law, whereby life was not to be 
preserved, hut rather to be spent. He 
pointed out that all were giving their 
lives for something — some for pleasure, 
some gain, some in indolence. All were 
spending them to give life to others. 
There were lives lost in South Africa, 
be said. The point to consider was were 
they thrown away, or were they invested 
in a manner which was to prolit their 
fellows. That they were invested was 
demonstrated when what was at stake 
was considered. Firstly, the rights of 
British subjects were questioned. Sec- 
ondly, the rightful control of England 
was questioned over the suzerainties, the 
l-Soer republics. Then England hud to 
properly protect the native people, who 
are in a sense the wards of England. 

An effort was made to settle the trou- 
bles that existed 'by diplomacy, but when 
the Boer ultimatum was launched, all 
minor considerations were merged into 
the one great fact— Britain was either to 
withdraw ami leave Africa, or meet the 
invader. Judging by any fair standard 
the actions of Britain would be decided 
to have been for the good of the world. 
The enemies of Britain, he said, could 
no.t he fair judges, for they would con- 
demn all her actions thnt kept them from 
dominating. The only proper judges of 
the actions of Britain were the self-gov- 
erning colonies of England. It was Can- 
adians who were judges, for they knew 
the advantages that would accrue from 
being a colony of Britain as the conquer- 
ed republics would become. Canadians 
could testify to the beneficence of the 
rule of Britain. They could testify that 
the war w;is not one of aggrandisement, 
lor what did Britain take from them? 
Ih/1 she Lax their mines or resources? No. 
Instead, she gave them the protection of 
her army and navy, and contributed in 
every way to perpetuate that liberty 
which allowed of tbe moulding of the bet- 
ter principles of mankind. At the con- 
clusion of the m-vico the congregation 
sang the National Anthem.

'When rotated rap- 
idly the cylinder becomes free from the 
bearing and turns on the nlr, anil If started 
anil set free will run for several minutes. 
If a few drops of oil are put In the bearing 
thi' rotation Is very quickly stopped. 

An article In the current number of the 
Street Railway Review states that some of 
the French railroads are using wooden tie 
plates— plates placed on the ties to prevent 
excessive wear by the rails cutting theni. 
The wooden tie plates are about the thick- 
ness of a shingle; they are cut from the 
lower gnarly portion of poplar trees nnd 
ereosoted. The principal advantage claimed 
for them over the Iron plates more common- 
ly used Is that while the Iron wears lioth 
the tie and the rail, the wooden tie plate 
takes all the wear Itself.

"If you knew what you were sitting on,

We were sitting in a small cabin on 
board the Oaravellas, aud the French 
ship not being as well provided with 
camp-stools as might be. I had taken 
a long, flat portmanteau for a clour, while 
my host made a sparklet. , 

"He was a long, lean Scotchman on his 
w;lv _ S o he had told me— to Beara, to 
join Oarrington's force, so I didn't quite 
understand why he was carrying about 
portmanteaux full of dynamite in his 
cabin, especially when there were so 
many inebriated Irish ambulance men on 
board. , 

"Come outside," he said, when we 
had finished the sparklet— he had to make 
our own soda water on the French boat; 
it isn't safe to talk here, although they 
do seem to understand nothing but 
French and Irish on this ship. Anyhow, 
it's safer on deck. 

We .found a suitable space forward with 
the cows, and there, with various innuen- 
does and hints, be gave me to unders' u.a 
that he had a difficult and perilous ijb 
before him— he was on secret service— 
aud bridges were to be blown sky-high.

tity means a bridge to bo blown up, and 
there is only one bridge between Cape- 
town ami Aden worth destroying, and 
that, of course, is the bridge at Komati 
l'oort. 

Ever since the war began that import- 
ant structure has been about to be des- 
troyed. There have been all sorts of ex- 
peditions planned against it— one of 
which had actually- started; but the dar- 
ing men engaged •had"-either gone off 
without their dynamite, or they had tak- 
en full measures to acquaint the Boers 
with their intentions. In any case, m 
spite of all sorts of rumors, the bridge 
remained intact. 

Having heard so often of this niuch-to 
he-destroyed bridge, and knowing iti 
strategic importance, 1 was naturally de 
lighted to meet a man in flesh and blood 
who was really going to make for its 
destruction. And this man was no ama- 
teur. The pruvious conspirators had 
been army or navy oUlcers, who knew 
little of the country, less about dynamite, 
and nothing at all about the art if bur- 
glary, which consists chiefly in telling 
nobody your plans— not even the police— 
until the house is broken into and the 
swag safely conveyed away. This man 
was, in the first plnce, an engineer who 
had forgotten more about the use of ex- 
plosives than most ordnance experts have 
ever known; he knew the Boer and the 
country; he could pose as a prospector or 
as anything else in South Africa, where 
the only human species known are Boers, 
mining engineers, and millionaires, aud 
if he could not get away through Por- 
tuguese territory, he could travel with 
equal ease through Swaziland or Tonga- 
land. 

Then why, you will ask, din he begin 
his expedition, like all the rest, by im- 
parting his secret to a total stranger. 

I suppose he bad to tell some ono. Se- 
crets become a terrible burden unless 
they are 'shared— he had t wo men on 
board with him, but they were going to 
share the risk— lie needed a confidant who 
was purely an outsider. Besides, he 
knew my nationality, and went upon 
the principle that one good Scotchman- 
deserves another. As for his own bona 
fide, there could be no question about 
that, for he was known over the length 
and breadth of South Africa as daredevil 
and firebrand; but as one whose word 
was as good as another's bond, who had 
no fear, and no understanding of the 
word failure. I began to feel that the 
bridge was doomed at last. 

The other two men I had no difficulty 
in recognizing, because they were the 
only other cabin passengers besides two 
bulk's and a Swedish doctor going hack 
to join the Boer ranks. One was the 
typical old digger, a stout, grayhaired 
loan of fifty nad more, who had made 
and lost a fortune in Kimberley, had 
gone on the first pioneer expedition into 
Masbonaland, and swore at all time.- by 
Carrington. "A bit slow on his feet," 
said the Scotchman; "but be is a nailing 
shot with a rifle, and can talk Dutch and 
fifty kinds of Kaffir." 

The other man was a spruce little man, 
younger by far, whose chief qualifications 
for the business in hand seemed to bo 
flint he was a speculator in Johnnesburg 
-before the war began. But he was young 
and active, a good scout, and a reason- 
ably good shot. j i 

That was the whole expedition. And 
thev took three Mauser pistols, two port- 
manteaus of dynamite, and yards of fuse! 

For my own part, I didn't quite see 
how thoy were going to get their dyniit 
mite beyond Delagoa Bay, since so strict 
a lookout was being kept for contraband. 
That difficulty was, however, easily solv- 
ed. We had thought over various plans; 
when the ship reached the hay we were 
to land it in boats by- night up the- river, 
and so on. But to my relief and sur- 
prise, I hadn't been ashore more than 
two hours when a procession of Kaffirs 
came down : the main street with bags

portmanteaux and all— and I did not seo 
them again for several days, when it oc-

formaJitie's . usually to be gone through 
here, there is nothing to prevent the' 
casual stranger from going up to the 
border, but beyond that he cannot pass 
without the permission of the Boer offi- 
cials. 

To my disappointment, 1 discovered on 
reaching the frontier that the famous 
bridge is threo kilometres (or nearly two 
nuk-s) beyond the boundary in Transvaal 
territory, and it is impossible to see it 
from Ressano Garcia station owing to a 
curve in the line and an intervening hill. 
In the meautime I. had all the hot hours 
of tho day to wait for the mail train 
hack to Lorenzo' Marques. I strolled 
aloug the platform, and, returning to the 
refreshment room, found there the old 
man, looking a trifle tired and worn, 
with a stubby growth on his chiu that 
told of life in the wilds. We did not re- 
cognize each other; but by-and-by we en- 
tered into conversation, and he volun- 
teered lo show me a good bend of the 
river for my camera. When we got out- 
side the door, he said, "Walk down the 
line as far as the signal and turn to your 
right— away from tho river— aud walk 
about fifty "yards through the bush." 

I acted according to directions, aud ou 
turning into the bush I was almost im- 
mediately confronted with a white tout, 
inside which the Scotchman aud the lit- 
tle man were experimenting with a time 
fuse. It seemed that the old man ban 
been out fishing, with orders to get as 
near the bridge as possible. Shortly he 
came in, and the council of war began. 

There were lioU Boers at Komati l'oort 
station just across the bridge, but only a 
sentry-box With two or three sentries on 
this side, two or three hundred yards 
short of the bridge on this side, there 
was a ganger's hut and then a big cul- 
vert. The ganger, they had discovered 
was an Italian, aud was only there at 
night. During the day the culvert was 
guarded by a Kaffir only. Possibly at 
night the guard on this side of the-bridge 
was increased— for there hud already 
been one attempt to destroy it. 
These were the facts of the case. 
Two plans were submitted, and I was 
constituted judge, bung quite impartial 
and knowing nothing whatever of the 
conditions. 

The first plan was the Scotchman's. 
He proposed to take tho dynamite and 
fuses quietly down the line— skirting

N'ext morn- 
ing the old man could not be found, until 
at last he appeared along the river bank 
half demented, looking for the Kaffirs 
who had deserted them in order to shoot 
th'eni. 

They said the Scotchman wept. Any- 
how, the following night he slept at the 
station bar, the tent beiug obviously up- 
tenable, and iu the night two Boers crept 
over the verandah, took off the veldt 
schoous, arid stole into the room, where 
he lay awake and racked with pain. His 
Mauser pirsWl was loaded, aud he cover- 
ed the first man by the light of a flicker- 
ing candle 'and, with a little strong lan- 
guage, remarked that if the assailant 
came on a foot he would fire. The Boevs 
were . out and over the verandah in an 
instant, and next morning the veldt 
schoeus wore still on the stoop. 

Now there are 1200 new men at the 
bridge, and barbed wire entanglement 
right down to the river. 

The attack failed; but it has aroused 
the enemy and taken a commando from 
the fighting line to protect the iunocent 
Portuguese boundary \^HIGH'AM.

The 
theory was advanced also that O'Brien 
probably murdered an accomplice who 
had been wounded by one of the victims 
of the tragedy, 'fearing that in having : 
wounded companion he might come tin 
der the suspicion of the police, which 
fate ho was, however, unable to avoid 
under all circumstances. 

The Indian, Jim Hansen, who was on 
trial at Skagway for the ihurder of Bert 
Horton, in connection with the tragedy 
whereby that Portiander and his wife 
came to their death at the hand.-, of Han- 
sen and other Indians last winter, was 
found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree on June Hi. He was not sentenced, 
it beiiiK understood that sentences are to 
bo deferred until after the trial of the 
other Indians. The impression prevail* 
at Skagway that they will Ibe hung, and 
many fear that, in such an event, the 
lives' of lone white will mot he safe in 
the surrounding districts, 'for tho In- 
dians are known to hold that they must 
take another life to satisfy that of their 
executed tribesmen. It was during last 
winter that the murders occurred for 
which the Indians are being tried, anil 
they might have over remained mysteries 
had not Hansen joined the Salvation 
Army, and one day startled the S 
tionista by the confession of the murder, 
at the same time telling of those who 
were associated with him in the commit- 
tal of the crime. 

Ry the time the Amur again returns 
from Skagway it is probable that a dif- 
ferent spelling will have to be igiven to 
the Gateway City. A petition was pre- 
sented by ,T. O. Price, representing a 
great army of Skngwnynns. before Judge 
Brown, oil .Tune Hi, asking for the in- 
corporation of that city under the name 
of S-k-a-g-u-a. The petition -sets forth 
that the town of Skagway was founded 
in 1S!>7, and since then has been without 
municipal authority that nt the present 
time the said town in length is a distance 
of about two miles, and in width a dis- 
tance of about threi'-iiuurtcTS of a mile, 
ami has within such boundaries, approxi- 
mately, one thousand houses and build- 
ings, with a population of thirty-fire hun- 
dred souls or more; 

That the buildings in said town are 
mostly, if not all. frame; that many of 
them are of great value; 

That there are railroad buHdtngs mid 
shops, wharves, warehouses, churches 
and other extensive property interests 
within said town. 

The petition was to have been heard on 
Thursday last. 

The best evidence that the largo pro- 
portion of the Northern trade is being 
done by Victorians and Brit'wh CoTumhl? 
generally, are not only given hy the sta- 
tistics of the customs reports, but by 
the fact that the people of Skagway are 
petitioning for the withdrawal of the 
bonding privileges. The struggle for the 
trade has seemingly dwindled down to 
this plea to the central government of 
the United States to give them a prir- 
ijege unique to that post. The Skagway 
Budget of .Tune 10 says:- "The chamber 
of commerce addressed a petition to the 
President of the United States last 
night, asking that the bonding privileges 
be withdrawn from the port of Skagway. 
It is a lengthy document and covers the 
•ground fully, reciting the business history 
"of the place step by step. If granted, 
business here would be greatly improved, 
Sot a considerable length of time, lint the 
outcome would he uncertain. It might 
hasten an all-Canadian route, but in the 
meantime local interests would boom and 
•a positive calculation could be made on 
the future of the town. The chamber is 
to be commended for taking this, step." 

The passengers who arrived by the 
Amur came up the river on the steamers 
Yukoner and Gold Star, both of which 
vessels took twice ns long, if not more, 
than they would have done under favor- 
able conditions, to come up the river. 
The Gold Star was unable to get past 
Lake Lcbnrge, and the Yukoner took 
her 75 passengers on to White Horse. 
According to news brought by the Klon- 
dikers, the warm weather is causing the 
water in the lakes and in the Upper 
Yukon to gradually rise, and it is pre- 
dicted that a continuance of this 
weather should give water enough by the 
end of June for stcamoiv. of all draughts 
to run easily. However, there is some 
four entortnined whether the shallowness 
of the river will not cause more, trouble 
throughout the season, but some are in- 
clined to think largo boats will be able 
to run in u snort time. 

The Canadian and Victorian wore on 
the bars at the head of Lebnrge, but 
would probably soon be floated. The 
Yukoner had n very hard trip ' up. 
Cables bad to be put out finite fre- 
quently and the steamer hauled up with 
capstans. She was 12 days in getting 
from Hootalinqun to White Horse. 1 he 
Gleaner hail returned to Bennett on 
Juno 10 from her first trip to Atlin. 

The report is also given that a large 
amount of freight is accumulating at 
1 White Horna, because steamers are un- 



able to S»j out with full cargoes. Scows 
are ia big demand, and are taking down 
much freight. A report .'3 given by some 
of the late arrivals of the wrecking of 
some, involving the destruction of prop- 
erty bound for Dawson to the value of 
several thousands. 

From Skagway comes news of the 
richness of the mines hi the Engineer's 
group, near there. Mining engineers 
who have just completed au examination 
of the property say that not a piece of 
rock can be picked up but shows gold, 
and the ledge itself runs heavily iu the 
yellow metal. 

The vein matter is a tellurium ore, and 
by the ordinary process of roasting in 
every instance is beaded with metal. 
Many sacks of rock were brought out 
from all points of the lodge, which is 7- 
feet in width and clearly deliued, und a 
thorough assay will be made as soon as 
possible. 

For some time imst several men have 
been working on a tunnel, now 1)2 feet 
in, for the purpose of tapping the large 
ledge, which would occur at a depth of 
00 feet. It is now well settled that a 
tunnel is unnecessary, and eventually 
the mine will bo worked by tb,e quarry- 
ing process, the sum.? as the Troadwell. 
There is enough rock in sight to last a 
hundred stamps for a century, and still 
keep the lake level, for the main ledge 
h.t.s been traced for over half a mile. 

This property was discovered over a 
year ago by a party of railroad engineers 
in tin' employ of the White Pass & 
Yukon railway, whose attention was first 
drawn to it by the remarkable richness 
of stringors in which threads and Hakes 
of gold could be clearly seen. Assays 
of these -specimens ran as high as SHI, 000 
per ton. 

Speaking of the Klondike diggings, 
one of the returned miners said: "The 
dumps are large, and the gold dust is 
handled much iis I have seen wheat 
shovelled. It is not an uncommon thing 
to soo-u pack train pull up in front of the 
bank in Dawson with hundreds of 
pounds of dust on the animals' l>:ieks, 
and taken in for deposit.*' 

They report a new strike on Sulphur. 
It was reported that from the prospect 
"hole !jviO,00O was taken, and a paystreak 
several feet deep by 145 feet wide hud 
'been located. It was on this claim that 
the recent shooting occurred, where X.'( 
Rogers, one of the owners, shot Kelson 
A. Soggs, a lay man. twice. Tin 
wounded man is doing well. 

A largo company has been organized 
for the- purpose of working over nil old 
ground as miners abandon their claims, 
and also for the purchasing of partially 
worked claims. They will have a big 
field for operations. 

A now strike in the Koyukuk direction 
was also reported. As to Nome travel, 
there are many people going 'down the 
river. Tickets wero selling through 
from Dawson to Nome for $G7. The 
fare from Dawson to St. Michael was 
$40.

THE TROUBLE 

,WITH ASHANTI 



Three Times Have The Natives 
Been in Conflict With 
British. 



From the London Dally Express. 

Three times have the turbulent war- 
riors of Ashnnti come into conllict with 
the British. The first campaign began 
in 1S07, and did not terminate till 1820. 
by which time the Ashautis were driven 
inland. In 1S73, tho Dutch forts hav- 
ing been transferred to great Britain, 
trouble again arose, the King fearing 
that he would be cut off from access to 
the sea. 

The present Commander-in-Chief, then 
Sir Garnet Wolseley, was sent out to 
quell the disturbances. The handful of 
British bayonets forced it* way to the 
centre of the kingdom. There was des- 
perate lighting at Amnaful, in which tho 
British forces suffered heavily, the 42nd 
Regiment alone losing 1) officers and J.05 
men in killed ami wounded. It took live 
davs' hard lighting before the troops 
under Sir Garnet Wolseley won their 
way into Kumassi. The city was imme- 
diately burned, and the King was forced 
to pay a heavy indemnity. 

A threatened attack by King Prempeh 
in the year 1804, on a tribe under British 
protection, caused the despatch of an 
ultimatum warning him not to enter 
British territory, and suggesting that a 
resident should take up bis abode in the 
capital. No satisfactory reply could he 
■obtained, so a force under Sir Francis 
Scott was despatched to compel the ob- 
stinate savage to comply with 'their de- 
mands. The troops entered Kumassi 
without opposition in 1S90, and the King 
w.as iroade prisoner. 

Kumassi is a city built upon a hill, and 
is four miles in circumference. Tho 
"houses " are merely wattlc-and-clay 
huts, with roofs of palm leaves. 

The ;placo will over bo shamefully 
famous as the scene of the horrible orgies 
of human blood in which, under the 
guise of " sacrifices," the drunken ty- 
rants who successively occupied the 
" golden stool " used to indulge. 

It was one of the fetish men under 
whom the ghastly cetemonies are carried 
out that was the fount of all the presold 
trouble. He worked upon a native chief 
while the latter was drunk, and succeed- 
er arousing in him a spirit of disaffection. 
The fetish-man is the outward and visible 
sign of the peculiar religion, if it may he 
so called, of Ashnnti. " Fetishism," 
says an authority', " implies belief in the 
incorporation of a spirit in some object 
chosen as a fetish, either by a BimplO 
act of spontaneous choice or through a 
magical operation. The latter is much 
more widespread than the former, and 
obviously- pre-supposes a belief 
animism. Any object may become a 
fetish, provided only it is capable of 
being appropriated literally or metaphori- 
cally by an individual. Such objects as 
flints,. shells, claws, feathers, earth, salt, 
manufactured articles, anything peculiar 
or unknown or not understood, trees, 
streams, rocks and even certain animals 
Fetishes are attached to individuals, to 
families and to tribes, and it is even n"t 
unusual to see (hem beaten and kicked 
as a warning when they have 'ailed to 
bring the luck that was expected. Even 
in the crooked sixpence and in the luck 
tokens of our gamesters there is some- 
thing more than an analogy to the fetish 
of the savage." 

The Ashnnti people are not exactly 
dreams of beauty. They have the well- 
known thick lips and Hat nose of the 
West Coast African, and their figures 
run too much to flesh below the belt for 
perfect grace. The women have a funny 
habit of carrying their children on their 
hips. The superstition of tho Aslinntis 
is the greatest bar to their civilization. 



Another Nelson mine haa now entered 
upon the productive phase of Its existence, 
says the Nelson Tribune, and should soon 
be paying dividends. The Venus Mil! was 
started up yesterday for. a short trial apln, 
and from the llrtst of ueit mouth will be 
crushing ore continuously. 

The property is developed by three tun- 
nels driven in on the vein which runs 
through the hill towards the Athabasca, 
with a dip of from 30 to 10 degrees. 

The ore body Is a decomposed <pmrtz 
carrying a good deal of Iron and lies be- 
tween granite and dlorlte. The main work- 
ing tunnel, No. :!, attains a vertical depth 
of nearly :I00 feet, but still the quartz is 
not perceptibly less oxidized than on the 
surface. The vein averages from IS to 121 
inches In width, sometimes widening -out 
to four feet, and averages between ■'?-10 and 
.<r.O to the too. in ninay places, along- 
side the vein, considerable quantities of 
decomposed granite is found Wlllch, though 
not high grade, contains sufficient gold to 
say the mill. 

Tunnel No. 1 Is In 1(15 feet. Tunnel Xo 
•J, 75 feet lower down the liilll, is In UO0 
feet, and Is not being driven further us 
It Is now very close to Ule iluno group. 
Where It leaves off, the hedge shows up 
over two feet wide tn the 'breast of the 
tunnel. Tunnel No. t* Is the main working 
tunnel, and Is la about 7(K> feat. The ore 
In this tunnel U iiutfaranly rich, and from 
the breast the Tribune representative knock 
tile breast the Tribune representative 
knocked a handful of ore, which showed 
numerous colors when panned. The tun- 
nels are connected by upraises and others 
are now being driven, and the ore when 
sloped will be shot down these chutes Into 
the lower tunnel, and thense trammed to 
the mill. No stoping lias as jet been done, 
A fourth tunnel 'has also been recently 
started lower down the hill. 

This covers the underground work. When 
Dr. Doollttle first bonded the property 
from Robert lleddle, about fifteen months 
ago, a good deal of surface trenching and 
prospecting wus done to entabllsh the lo 
cation of the ore body, but work of thla 
character is now, of course, no longer ue 
cessa ry. 

The Venus mill Is of a novel ileslsa, m 
far as this province Is concerned, and It Is 
contained In, probably, one of the largest 
log buildings hi the province. 

The ore cars are run out on a log trestle, 
about 70 feet High, to the upper bin which 
has a capacity of 150 tons. The ore la 
dumped there, and falls through fl gntc 
into a self-dumping car standing on weigh 
scales In n lower 'bin. From there It Is 
drawn by gravity into the automatic feeder 
and so into the mill. Everything is bo 
arranged Hint once the cars have been 
(lumped tlie -ire has not to. be bandied 
again. .It Is Intended that before going on 
shift the mlllmnn should go up to the weigh 
scales and weigh out enough ore for bis 
shift. It is expected to mill no tons a 
day, and It Is calculated that owing to the 
automatic arrangements, tills will only take 
nbout twenty minutes. There will be one 
man to loot after tho mill, and the com- 
pany hopes, In this way, to treat their ore 
With the smallest labor bill on record, 
namely, two men for the twenty-four hours. 

The mill Itself Is very Interesting, nml 
certainly worked admirably yesterday. It 
Is built Romewhnt on the principle of a 
Oates crusher. There Is a cone In the 
centre and the crushing rings outside nro 
drawn slightly off truth, thus crushing the 
ore as they revolve. The whole rotates 
on '2i gteel balls, and the rock, when crush- 
ed in a certain degree of fineness, fails 
among these halls, Is ground to a pulp and 
expcdled with a circular sweep through a 
40-mcsh screen when it falls Into the duct 
wlllch leads to the pulp on to the tables. 
There are two tables with three p'ates on 
each. The tailings are carried lower down 
the lil 1 1 where a dam has been constructed 
to catch them. They will be treated by a 
cyanide plant which Is to be erected later 



Extensive development' work Is lu prog- 
ress on the Silver Plume, in Summit carr.P- 
In the Boundary country. One shaft has 
penetrated solid ore for "a depth of thirty- 
live feet, Average values are said to be 
$14 tier ton. The claim adjoins the Emtaa, 
owned by Mann & Mackenzie, of Toronto. 
The 1!. c. mine, lu Summit camp, has In- 
creased its force to eighty-five men. The 
new plant has beou Installed. 

The Llllooet Prospector stntcs that the 
mill nt tho Anderson lake mines Is running 
night and day wdth good results. There 
will lie less than half time made thla month 
and large results are not looked for by the 
company, ns so far, the lowest grade ore 
taken out of the mine has been milled, 
It having been necessary to move the same 
to innko way for the big bin nt the head o? 
the tramway. Next month a better class 
of ore win be milled. ' The mine Is a valu- 
able one and there Is ore enough in sight 
to warrant a 40 stamp mill. If Is not, ns 
a rule, high grade although there Is some 
very ,leh ore In the ledge but the most of It 
Is low grade but carrying enough to pay a 
good profit for mining and milling. The 
capacity of the mill will no doubt be 
doubled by the addition of another tert 
stamps, for which the power and buildings 
are already provided, In the near future.

Death of One of tho Old Cariboo Pjtckcrs. 

Oa Saturday, June 16th, Mr. Charles Pen 
ide died at his home, at Penny's station 
says tile Ashcroft Journal, of June o;inl 
He had been ailing for nearly a year, hut 
not seriously, until about six months 
when It became evident that be might not 
recover. 

A pioneer of the pioneers— Charles Pennle 
was one of the best known ami respected of 
them, Liberal In bis dealing With all, he 
tried not to get tin; hotter of any man and 
lived the "Golden Rule." In his connection 
with the Presbyterian church ere be was 
conspicuous for the quiet unassumed man- 
ner In which he regularly contributed to 
Its undertakings, giving liberally when any 
unusual <,r extra expense had to he met 
ami although he lived too far away to f • 
tend regularly the managers' meetings, he 
was on the hoard of managers ever since 
the church has been established en;. 

Mr. Pennle was born in the Shetland Is- 
lands, In 1S.T8, and <-nme to British Colom- 
bia lu 1802. For six years he followed the 
business of packing to the Cariboo and the 
Peace river, when be left It and purchased 
the rnnc at Penny's -station, whlc lie- 
gradually Improved until It Is now one of 
the best cattle ranches in the district. He 
took a great interest In agriculture and. was 
a member and president of the Inland Agri- 
cultural Association. He was a member of 
the Ynle-Lillooet Pioneer Association. 
The funeral hero on Tuesday was .largely 
atteadod, many com rag from out of town 
and some from Savonns and Knrriloops. 
Hov. J. Stewart, of Kaniloops, and Ttev. 
Boyle officiated at tho ourch ami grave. 

The pall-bearers were: W. H. Hnlloy, 
John O'Brien, Kamloops; John Janes, Sav- 
onns; ,c. A. Semila, j. o. Barnes, IVm. 
Walker, J. W. Smith, nnd J. B. Lelghton, 
all pioneers.

It 
Is situated on the summit and northern 
slope of the Morning mountain, less than 
two miles from the town In an air Hue. 

The management Is sure the property 
carries the Athabasca lodge on account of 
Its direction and Its lying In the same for- 
mation. However this may he, they have 
certainly got a very large amount of high 
grade ore In sight, ami the company should 
soon be producing gold bricks and declar- 
ing dividends with regularity and deepntch. 

The prospects are, according to the Kani- 
loops .Sentinel, that active development 
work will be prosecuted this season on the 
mica deposits In the Tote Jnune Cache 
section of this mining district. On the 
12th Inst., John F. Smith, whc. has been 
managing this work for the past few ywirs 
back, sent on a crew of six men to repair 
the trail, fix bridges, etc., In order to 
facilitate transportation of the much larger 
outfit which he Is making preparation to 
send up about the 1st of July.

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Debate on the Second Reading 
of Lord Strathcona's 
Bill. 



Question That Has an Impor- 
tant Bearing on the 
Colonies

Lord Strathcona and Mount Ttoyal in 
moving the second reading of the .bill, 
eaitl that two yeara ago a measure with 
eimilar objects was read a second time, 
l)y a very large majority. He hoped 
that on this occasion the bill -would be 
Sread a second time unanimously, aad he 
urged that view on the right reverend 
prelates, for the clergy of the Episcopal 
'Olmrch, of other Protestant denomina- 
tions, and of the Roman Catholic Church 
la Canada, and other colonics had ac- 
cepted this bill. His intention was that 
thin bill should have been an exact copy 
of the bill of 1S9S, as it loft their lord- 
Ships' house. By an inadvertence, that 
had not been done, but he would be pro- 
pared to accept, in committee, amend- 
ments which would make the bill exactly 
similar to the measure which their lord- 
ships accepted on n Cornier occasion. 
Tho object of this bill 'was to remove 
certain disabilities affecting, in this coun- 
try, the children of niarringea between a 
man and hici deceased wife's sister in 
thoso parts of the Empire, whore such 
marriages hud, by statute approved hy 
'Mer Majesty, been rendered legal. The 
legislatures of nearly all of the self-gov- 
erning colonics had passed statutes legal- 
izing such marriages, and the home gov- 
ernment had in eve; instance sanctioned 
the legislation. It was intended that die 
bill should apply only to marriages be- 
tween persons domiciled at the time of 
the marriages in those parts of the Em- 
pire where marriages with a deceased 
wife's sister had been rendered legal. In 
tho absence of express legal decisions 
the position of the children of such mar- 
riages in this country could not be posi- 
tively stated, but the authoritatively ex- 
pressed opinion appeared to be that a 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister, 
when the parties to it wore domiciled In 
a colony where such marriages had been 
Tendered legal, was for some purposes 
binding here. But in respect of the suc- 
cession to real property, the children of 
such marriages were in this country re- 
garded as illegitimate, and could not 
take such property by descent; 1 It was 
also thought that tho same disqualifica- 
tion existed in relation to the succession 
to honors. This bill had been introduced 
to remove the stain of illegitimacy from 
children who had been born in wedlock, 
lorwfully, by laws passed by colonial leg- 
islatures and approved of by tho respons- 
ible advisers of the crown at home. 

For 24 years the colonies had been 
pressing the matter upon tho attention of 
the homo authorities. Tho removal of 
the injustice which this bill sought to re- 
move could not possibly do harm to any- 
one. The question was not one of forc- 
ing colonial legislation upon the mother 
country; it was simply a question of giv- 
ing practical force to wh.it was already 
law in many parts of the Empire, al- 
though in England it was ignored In such 
a manner as to inflict upon the colonies, 
for no adequate purpose, a peculiarly ir- 
ritating and irrational class of social dis- 
abilities constituting a grave wrong to 
the outlying portions of the Empire, and 
wholly antagonistic to imperial senti- 
ment. It was not proposed, in this hill, 
to deal in any way with the question of 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister 
within the United Kingdom, nor was it 
proposed that the bill should apply to the 
marriage of transients in the colonies. 
The measure only affected marriages in 
the colonies of legally domiciled residents, 
and he believed be had considerable au- 
thority in stating that such marriages 
would be held as valid for tho succession 
of real property in almost any country in 
the world except the United Kingdom. 
The bill had the approval of the govern- 
ment of Canada and of all the Australas- 
ian and South African colonies, and it 
represented a constitutional endeavor on 
the part of Her Majesty's subjects out- 
aide tho United Kingdom to secure for 
themselves and their children proper 
treatment when they came to their 
motherland. He appealed to their lord- 
ships to pass this measure unanimously 
and to show in that way their feeling of 
the justice of the request that had been 
made by the colonies. Such a decision, 
followed by the rapid passage of the bill 
into law, by the aid of tho government, 
would be regarded in every part of the 
Empire as a message of good will to our 
fellow-subjects, who .were so closely con- 
nected with us by common ancestry, by 
common patriotism, by common love for 
tho Empire, and by common loyalty and 
veneration for our' gracious sovereign. 

The Lord Chancellor said he so far 
agreed with his noble friend that he 
thought this subject was one with which 
it -was hardly possible to deal without 
repeating former nrguinonte. His opin- 
ions on the question were fixed, and it 
would be impossible for him to assent to 
tho second reading of the bill without a 
division. He was afraid lie must ask 



their lordships to divide. A little too 
much had been made of the suggestion 
that in the present state of the world the' 
loyalty of the colonies tu us was aft addi- 
tional argument in favor of this bill. 
Both the mother country and the colonies 
had peculiarities of their own. What lay 
at the root of this question was mar- 
riage with a deceased wife's sister, and 
the difficulty with which his noble friend 
sought to deal aj-ose from the fact that 
tho law or the mother country and of the 
colonies was difforent. They must uc- 
cept that fact, and until the law was al- 
tered the consequences of -that law ought 
to be confined in each case to the country 
where the law prevailed. Thore was no 
reason, in cuuuuou sense, why they should 
insist upou applying the law of the col- 
onies .to thus country. The law of inherit- 
ance in this country had lasted for many 
centuries, and many attempts had boeu 
made to alter it. If the noble lord would 
begin at the other end, aud would en- 
deavor to make marriage with a deceas- 
ed wife's sister lawful in this country, 
his action would be intelligible. The 
sole question Svius that of the inheritance 
of the luud.in England. He protested us 
he had protested beforo, against the title 
of this bill. If the true title were' given 
to the bill, it would bo "A bill to alter 
the law of inheritance in respect of real 
property in England." He would like to 
call the noble lord's attention to the fact 
that the consequence of making mar- 
riage witli a deceased wife's sister lawful 
in the colonies was foreseen at tho time 
aud accepted by the colonies through 
several of their do.egates. That conse- 
quence iwas that the children of such 
marriages would not inherit real property 
in England. Canada, Newfoundland, 
the Cape, Western Australia and New 
Zealand had no desire to press for a 
change of the law relating to real prop- 
erty in this country, 

It appeared to him that, this question 
was argued on an entirely false basis. 
It was not a question which affected (ho 
colonies at all. for their purpose the 
law was as they would have it. It had 
been suggested on their behalf that they 
wanted to come aud alter the law of this 
couutry, .but he did not think that the 
demand was justified. On a former oc- 
casion lie had challenged his noble friend 
to say whether there hud been a single in- 
•stance of hardship under the application 
of this law. His noble friend did not 
answer him then, and he had not men-, 
tioued the' matter now. So it was only, 
au abstract resolution that his uoblo 
friend wanted to put in the statute book. 
Whatever the definition of domicile might 
be, it was to be assumed that if a person 
left this country for another it was with 
tho object of acquiring a domicile in that 
other country. It seemed to him that 
this was an attempt by a side wind to 
deal, not with an existing grievance, but 
to deal with something which might per- 
chance assist another alteration in the 
law. 

Lord Davoy said that this bill was de- 
signed to remove a grievance which it 
could not .be doubted was keenly felt in 
the colonies. It had been called a senti- 
mental grievance, but, at any rate, it 
was a sentimental grievance which could 
be removed without any sacrifice on the 
part of this country. There were three 
cardinal facts which must be borne iu 
mind in coining to the consideration of. 
this bill. The first ivas that every one 
of Her Majesty's colonies, except one, 
had passed a bill legalizing these mar- 
riages, and very recently a bill for the 
same purpose was passed by the states 
of Jersey and received the royal assent. 
The second cardinal fact was that the 
people who were affected by this anomaly 
in tho laiW were not strangers or for- 
eigners, either in race -or religion, but 
were our own brothers and sisters; and 
the third fact to bear in mind was that 
it was conceded on all hands that these 
marriages were legal marriages in the 
places where they were solemnized. Per- 
sonal estate in this country included 
leaseholds, and a leasehold for 09 years 
at a nominal rent was practically equiva- 
lent to a freehold and thus the distinc- 
tion made between the succession to real 
and personal property in this case was 
but a trumpery distinction resting on no 
sound principle whatever. It struck him 
us a very great injustice that if a man 
who had settled, say, in Canada, and 
had married thero in a manner allowed 
by the laiws of that country, which 
brought no reprobation or stigma with it, 
should be called upon to roturn to Eng- 
land and assume a position as an owner 
of property Ln this country his etrtate at 
hb> death should not go to his son as *he 
heir iu entail, but should pass to some 
collateral branch of tho family. Ho 
thought that was not au impossible case, 
lie did not understand that the delegates 
who had been referred to had any mis- 
sion whatever to pledge the colonies, 
oven for the time being, and they cer- 
tainly had none to pledge their succes- 
sors. They had. undoubtedly, no author- 
ity to say that the colonies at the present 
day were in the least degree debarred 
from pursuing what they conceived to be 
justice by anything which took place 
when the coloniel hills were passed. Re- 
ference had been made to the past — to a 
time 'when, it must be remembered, Eng- 
land alone, and not tho whole of Great 
Britain, was the subject of the mon- 
archy of this kingdom. But now we 
had to deal with the law of an integral 
portion of the British Empire. It was a 
law affecting the status of our fellow- 
subjects in a large portion of tile Empire. 
Were we in regard to fellow-subjects 
who were legitimate by every principle 
of iaw to keep up a solitary shred of ob- 
solete law framed under totally different 
conditions to thcjse now prevailing in or- 
der to exclude them from succeeding to 
the intestate succession of real estate? 

The Archbishop of York said he did 
not see any reason why ho and his col- 



leagues should alter their opinion on this 
subject. They believed that no real 
grievance existed. It'had never appear- 
ed. It was an imaginary grievance, But 
allowing for the moment that it did exist, 
it wa3 a grievance caused by the acts 
of the colonies themselves. It had not 
originated in England, 'but in tho coJouiea. 
On the other hand, it could be removed 
in the easiest way by the execution of a 
testament. The opinion given by the 
delegates some years ago was to be dis- 
regarded, why should not the same treat- 
ment be accorded to tho evidenco and 
claims of the delegates to-day? Tho 
case of Jersey had been cited, hut recent- 
ly an attempt ttos made to bring about 
the same style of things in the neighbor- 
ing island of Guernsey, and absolutely 
failed. This bill betrayed its spirit and 
its purposo by its preamble, which ran: 
"Whereas it is expedient to amend the 
law as to marriage with a deceased wife's 
sister." That was the real meaning of 
the bill. Everything that hud boon said 
in that debate might havo been urged in 
favor of the alteration iu our own law. 
As we were not, lie trusted, prepared to 
make that alteration, he did not see that 
any sufficient reason had been adduced to 
win assent to a bill which would inevit- 
ably he made use of as a reason for go- 
ing still further when the time came for 
the discussion of marriage with a deceas- 
ed wife's sister in England. He trusted 
that iu view of these considerations and 
in the absence of any real griuvance on. 
the part of the colonies— or at any rate 
any real grievance not caused by them- 
selves — .tho house would decline to give 
its sanction to this bill. 

Earl Carrington said that those mem- 
bers who were in favor of the bill had 
hopes that some arrangement had been 
come to and that the bill would be allow- 
ed to pass without a division. Let their 
i lordships imagine the case of a rich Aus- 
tralian squatter who had made two or 
three millions in New South Wales and 
had come to spend the end of his life in 
England. Let it be supposed that ho 
hud married his deceased wife's sister. 
He might be a man of great respectabil- 
ity and honored in his own country-. He 
might even bo the man who has made the 
first Australian peer, and he might be 
sitting next to Lord Strathcona and 
I Mount Royal. (Laughter.) Naturally he 
would want a house, and he might take a 
house in Curzon street on a 099 years' 
lease. It might not bo large enough, 
! and he might acquire freehold land iu 
order to add to it a ballroom. An ficci- 
I dent might happen to him, either owing 
I to the rigor of the climate or his being 
' knocked down by a hansom cab — (iaugh- 
I tor)— anil be might die intestate. Then 
j what would be the position of his son? 

He would send for a lawyer who would 
' tell him: "You are neither fish, flesh, 
[ fowl, nor good red herring, but a niixturo 
j of all four. So long as you are in your 
; leasehold houso in Curzon street, you are 
j legitimate and that house belongs to you, 
( because it is leasehold, but if you go into 
your ballroom at the back of the house, 
that part of the house does not belong 
| to you, and you are u bastard." Then 
| tho son would say, "What is my posi- 
! tion in the House of Lords?" The reply- 
might be, "No doubt your father was a 
i peer. Whether your mother would have 
i been admitted into the peeress' gallery is 
a question of great difficulty, which only 
Lord Ancuster, the lord great chamber- 
lain could determine. (Laughter.) But 
one thing is absolutely certain—you can 
I not inherit a freehold estate, aud a peer- 
ago is freehold and therefore you cannot 
be a peer. Y'our father bought a shooting 
estate in the county of Norfolk. That 
also is freehold, and although you can 
inherit his vast riches in his own coun- 
I try, you cannot inherit his estate in the 
county of Norfolk. There are no rela- 
i lives that we can lay our hands upon, 
| and that property must revert to tho 
orown" — that is to say, it will be annex- 
ed by the mother country iu the same 
manner as the Orange Free State and 
the Transvaal. (Laughter.) 

This was not a fancy picture,; it re- 
presented an actual state of tilings and 
one which he submitted ought not to bo 
allowed to continue. lie irespectfuily 
asked the Tight reverend prelate if he 
honestly thought the views Ine had ex- 
pressed were Teally the best in the long 
run for the Church of England— of which 
His Grace -was so distinguished an orna- 
ment — in the colonies and all over the 
world? The right reverend bench must 
know, from the opportunities they had of 
seeing the colonial bishops last year, 
what the opinion of the English bishops 
in the colonies on this gre'.t question was. 
ln fact, it was only at the end of last 
year that a clorgyman of the Church of 
England in Victoria, the Rev. G. Poyu- 
I der, married his deceased wife's sister 
himself. (Laughter.) Having done this 
he sent information to his bishop. (Laugh- 
ter.) The Bishop of -Melbourne, Bishop 
Goo, was not at all pleased with what 
his clergyman had done— (laughter)— and 
ns a punishment he suspended him for six 
months— (laughter — one might think 
rather too prolonged a honeymoon — 
(laughter — and at the end of six months 
he wrote to the clergyman to say that at 
tho expiration of this period, as he had 
resigned, he could appoint him to an- 
other charge. Lord Carrington was giv- 
en to understand that that would be done, 
and that, at the end of twelve calendar 
months, the clergyman would be rein- 
stated in another charge. He was much 
disappointed their lordships' house could 
not como to an agreement on this ques- 
tion. He should have hoped that just at 
this moment the House of Lords would, 
with a good grace, have come to a deci- 
sion which, it could not be denied, would 
be in accordance with the wishes of the 
colonies at largo. What be would have 
asked the House- of Lords to have done 
with reference to this hill was to say — 
Give tho colonies what they want, even 
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is a specific for this distressing malady. Taken regularly for u few days before starting,

Why shottld 
the House or Lords not follow the pre- 
cedent set by Mr. Chamberlain in rela- 
tion to the Australian Commonwealth 
bill V AJtcr the clauses as they liked, 
turn thc-in upside down as Mr^Chaniber- 
lain did in the Commonwealth bill, but 
give the colonies what they asked for 
just as the House of Commons granted 
Australia nil it insisted on. 

The Ear] oT KSnvberley was very much 
surprised to hear it suggested by the 
Lord Chancellor that there was an un- 
dprstaiidiiiK in relation to these colonial 
bills. Of course there had been a great 
many of these bills. If his memory did 
not deceivo him, he advised Her Majesty 
to a.wul to the lirst bill for amending 
the law in one of the Australian colonies, 
and certainly he had not the smallest re- 
membrance of any condition ataiehhu: 
or any kind of understanding in regard 
to the law of real property in this coun- 
try. He strongly maintained that the 
hist nrsnmcnt that ought to bo used in 
this connection was— Take care, for if 
you let this Hill pass you will have a bill 
to alter the marriage law iu this country- 
He did not think that was a fair argu- 
ment to use towards the colowos. If we 
in this country did not wish to make mar- 
riage with a deceased wife's sister legal 
it -was entirely in our power to refuse. 
Hut that was no reason why we should 
put persons in the colonies under a galbng 
disability. What possible harm could 
there be in altering the law as rogurd 
persons domiciled in the colonies V It 
was not n wise policy, in his opinion it 
was not a sound principle, that because 
they had not made this change in tho 
law here, although he believed the pres- 
ent law was not by any means accept- 
able to the majority of the people of this 
country, therefore they were to refuse to 
colonists and their children who were 
legitimate there all the privileges of legi- 
timate children here, because, forsooth! 
they wore afraid that the pnssing of 
this bill might increase the power of 
those who -wished to make this great 
change in the marriage law of this coun- 
try. (Cheers.) He did not believe 
indeed, the bill would have much effect. 
This ivras a colonial question— not an En- 
glish question. (Cheers.) He took the 
bill on its own merits; and on its own 
merits, apart altogether from what opin- 
ion there might be here in regard to the 
best nmrrinfro law, he contended that m 
tho interests of the Empire and of jus- 
tice to our fellow-subjects in the colonics 
the houso ought to pass this bill 
(Cheers.) 

When the house wan cleared for a di 
vision it was seen that the Prmce of 



Wales, the Duke of York, and the Duke 
of Connaught supported the bill by enter- 
ing the "Contents" lobby.

Marked Improvement In the In- 
dustry injCanada During 
Last Year. 



In a Few Years This Country 
Will Be an Extensive 
Producer. 



about one-fourth of its production during 
the year being- ordinary pig iron. 

On Decomber 31, 1809, the unsold 
stocks of pig iron in Canada, which were 
in the hands of the manufacturers or 
their agents, amounted to 9,032 tons, as 
compared with 0,970 tons ou December 
31, 1808, 20,li(>5 tone on December 31, 
1S9T, 29.320 tons on December 31, 1890, 
and 17,800 on December 31, 1S05. Of 
the unsold pig iron on hand on December 
31, 1899, a little less than one-half wan 
charcoal pig iron, the remainder being 
coke. 

On December 31, 1S99. there were 
nine completed bluet furnaces in the Do- 
minion, and of this number four were in 
blast ami live -acre out of blast. On De- 
cember 31, 1898, there were also nine 
completed furnaces, of which three were 
in blast and six out of blast. 

The production of Bessemer and of 
batdc and acid open-hearth steel ingots 
and castings in 1890, was 22,1)00 gross 
tons, against 21,5-10 tons in 1898. Of 
the total production of open-hearth steel 
in 1899, about one-third was made by the 
acid process. The production of iron 
rails and open-hearth steel rails in 1899 
amounted to S3") gross tou«, against 0U0 
tons in 1S9S; structural shapes, 2,899 
lous, against 1,505 tons in 1899; cut nails 
made by rolling mills and steel works 
having cut-nail factories connected with 
their plants, 230,081 kegs of 1O0 pounds, 
against 102,088 kegs in 1S9S; plates and 
sheets, 2,220 tons, against abcut 1.000 
tons in 1S0S; all other rolled products, 
excluding muck and scrap bars, blooms, 
billets, sheet bars, etc., 04,lo3 tons, 
against SO, 322 tons in 1S98. Changing 
the cut nail production from kegs to 
gross tons, the total quantity of all kinds 
of iron and steel rolled into finished pro- 
duets, amounted to 110,042 tons, against 
90,303 tons in 1S9S, 77,021 tons in 1897, 
75,043 tons in 1890, and 00,402 tons in 
1895. 

The total number of completed rolling 
mills and steel works in Canada on De- 
mber 31, 1899, was sixteen. Of this 
at least there were idle dining 
of 1SG9 



The Oauadian Manufacturer has the 
following from the advance sheets of the 
annual statistical report of Mr. James 
M. Swank, statistician of the American 
Iron and Steel Association: 

We are glad to record a marked im- 
provement in the iron and steel indus- 
tries of Canada in 1899. Relatively, 
these industries made as much progress 
iu that year as those of the United Statea 
and Buropeon countries. New iron and 
steel enterprises were undertaken, cliielly 
in the province of Ontario, and the pro- 
duction of works that had already been 
established was increased. Canada now 
bids fair to become in a few years an 
important contributor to the world's sup- 
ply of iron and steel, and possibly it may 
contribute in a still larger degree to its 
supply of iron ore and coal. 

The progress of the Canadian iron and 
steel industrials in 1S99, as in the two 
preceding years, has been greatly pro- 
moted by the action of the Dominion 
parliament in enacting the Boundary , muni 
Act, of June 29, 1S97, which provided for 
tho payment of liberal bounties by the 
Dominion government to the manufactur-

THE SUNKEN ANDELANA'. 

Another Attempt to Bo Mado to Raise 
tho Ill-Fated Ship. 

Another try Is to be made at the raising 
of the sunken British ship Audclana which 
with Its coffined crew of drowned seamen 
has rested on the bottom of Commencement 
bav for over a year past, says the Tncoma 
News. At least so say the men employed 
aboard the derrick barge of the r-aciOc 
Wrecking & Salvage Company. 

During all the long months of summer 
iind winter that have gone past since Diver 
Sorenson with bis optimistic arguments 
persuaded Tacoma capital that with three 
powerful tags the Andclnna could be 
dragged into water so shallow as to make 
diving operations easy; while the daisies 
were finding bloom on the sod of poor 
Baldwin's grave— the diver who lost his 
life In trying to reach the wreck; while the 
grass has grown on the mound that covers 
the remains of Captain Walters— the Lake 
Erie diver who brought the wrecking 
barge to Tacoma nnd who passed away In 
tho hospital here— day and night the barge 
of the Pacific Wrecking & Salvage Com- 
pany, with Its shears, tackles, warehouses 
and living houses has swung Idly to and fro 
with the tide. No effort was apparent 
looking to the probable use of the gear. 

Ii.it, now nn air of activity hag come to 
the derrick. Smoke Is to be seen coming from 
the stove pipe of the galley and a report Is 
current on the water front that "something 
is to be done". This "something" as un- 
derstood in shipping dries is the sending 
down of collapsible air bags, the hatches 
llrst having been located by means of deep 
sea lines worked from the surface. No pat- 
ent diving armor is to be used nor Is any 
man to risk Ills life In the effort to make 
the descent through sea water of 210 feet 
which Is necessary to reach tho Andelana. 
Sinkers are to be attached to the air bags 
giving them a plummet like drop, tho air 
hose connections being reinforced by lead 
lines. It is figured that ten or more of 
those bags enn be distributed about the hull 
and when Inflated will serve to give such 
buoyancy to the vessel as to enabl* her to 
be moved. 

B. Irving Halstend, tho well-known elec- 
trician of Tacoma, who has possibly done 
more genuine hard work In the attempt to 
bring tho Andelana to the surface than any- 
one else, was questioned this afternoon ns 
to his opinion of the probable success of 
the effort, to be made. He said:— 

"It cannot be done. If the Andelana is 
over raised— nnd I firmly believe the vessel 
can bo brought to the surfnec— It must be 
through the agency of a direr working Im- 
mediately on the halt and able to make his 
way with air pipes, bags, etc., through 
the maze of dragging rigging and near that 
must certainly form a network over the 
hatch combines in the position that the ship 
rests. No human band from the surface 
can guide a package, oven as compact as 
(hose air bags may bo pressed, Into tho 
hatchway of a vessel so long: submerged 
as tho Andelana. Further still, there eould 
be no certainty ns to location of the bags. 
Tho Idea is utterly Impracticable to my 
mind."
